James A. Burke, labor leader 
and brother of Patrick J. Burke 
Jr. Democratic candidate for 
Mayor in 1944, died early today 
in a fire in his apartment at the 
_ Forest Park Hotel, 4910 West 

Pine boulevard. | 

Police said Burke apparently 
had fallen asleep ‘while smoking 
a cigarette which ignited the fur- 
nishings in the sun parlor of his 
three-room apartment. Firemen 
who made their way into the 
smoke-filled apartment found the 
body, burned almost beyond recog- 


nition, in a chair beside a table| 


on which there were two cartons 


of cigarettes. 
Burke’s apartment is on the 


third floor of the hotel. The fire 
was discovered shortly after 4 
a.m. when Jack Sexton, who has 
a fifth-floor apartment, smelled 
smoke and notified the manage- 
ment, 

The fire .was confined to tme 
Burke apartment. Damage, mostly 
from smoke, was estimated at 
$400. A few guests left their 
rooms, but most of the hotel’s oc- 
cupants were unaware of the fire. 

Patrick Burke reported he had 
talked to his brother by telephone. 
about 12:30 a.m. 

The Burke brothers for years 
provided militant leadership for 
Local 603, AFL Milk Wagon Driv- 
ers’ and Inside Dairy Workers’ 
Union. James, who was 45 years 
old, had held the office of secre- 
tary treasurer for 19 years and 
was regarded as the controlling 
force in the union's affairs. Pat- 
rick, 47, is a trustee and is recog- 
nized as the No. 2 man in the 
local, officers of which also are 
known as business agents. 

In addition to running the union, 
James for 12 years had served as 
justice of the peace in the Eighth 
District. He formerly was Demo- 
cratic committeeman from the 
Twenty-second Ward. 

Survivors include his wife, Mrs. 
Rose M. Burke, 4059A Laba- 
die avenue; two sons, Patrick 
J. Burke, of the United States 
Navy, and James A. Burke Jr.; 
three daughters, Miss Mary Ann, 
Miss Rose Virginia and Miss Re- 
gina Claire Burke; three gisters, 
Miss Cecilia M. Burke and Sisters 
Ann Loyola and Regina Claire of 
the Order of St. Joseph, and his 
father, Patrick J. Burke.

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STRIKE OF 200,000 


NN ClO MEAT UNION 
UALLED FOR ToT 


Only Plant in St. Louis 
Area Which Would Be 
Affected by Walkout Is 
Armour & Co,

A nation-wide strike of about 
200,000 members of the CIO United 
Packing House Workers of Amer- 
ica has been called for Jan. 16, 
Lewis J. Clark, union president, 
announced today in Chicago. 

The only plant in the St, Louis 
area which would be affected is 
that of Armour & Co. at National 
Stockyards, which employs about 
1400 workers who belong to this 
A. F. Versen, secretary of 
the St. Louis Local Meat Packers’ 
Association, reported, 

Workers in other local packing 
plants belong to the AFL Meat 
Cutters’ and Butcher Workmen’s 
Union. 

The union is demanding a wage 

increase of 25 cents an hour, but 
Clark said an immediate increase 
of 17% cents would be acceptable 
if the employers agreed to nego- 
tiate regarding the remaining 7% 
cents. The over-all hourly wage 
in the industry now is 87 cents, he 
said. 
Union leaders said hospitals and 
similar institutions would be ‘“‘tak- 
en care of” for necessary meat 
supplies during the strike. Union 
members will care for live animals 
on hand in stockyards at the time 
the strike begins, and will main- 
tain refrigeration in packing 
plants to prevent spoilage of sup- 
plies, they added.

EAST SIDE MAYOR, 
COUNCIL AID ON 
ENDING SMOKE 


Director Riley 
Calls on Connors—Will 
See Business and In- 
dustrial Leaders in East 
St. Louis.

Charles J. Riley, representing 
Mayor Kaufmann in the campaign 
designed to end the smoke nuis- 
ance on the East Side, began his 
liaison duties today by calling on 
Mayor, John T. Connors and the 
East st. Louis City Council. Riley 
is director of public safety, the 
municipal department which _in- 
cludes the smoke control division. 

Describing his visit to the East 
Side as a courtesy call, Riley 
offered the assistance of the city 
in the program to eliminate East 
Side smoke. It was pointed out 
by Mayor Kaufmann in letters to 
40 industries and 14 railroads that 
East Side smoke is frequently 
carried into St. Louis by winds, 
polluting the St. Louis atmosphere, 
which has been virtually cleared 
of local smoke by the anti-smoke 
ordinance, 

Present at the East St. Louis 
meeting, besides Mayor Connors, 
Commissioners Leo J. 
Dougherty, John T. English; A. P. 
Lauman and Joseph W. Ganschi- 
nietz, composing the City Council. 
Mayor Connors, referring to the 
“friendly visit,” told reporters that 
the council would consider the ap- 
pointment of a smoke inspector 
“to check on the situation and see 
what can be done to eliminate 
smoke.”

Most East St.\Louis smoke is 
produced by the 25 railroads, 
which ring the city with freight 


Side terminal, Mayor Connors said. 
In 1941, when East St. Louis was 
studying the smoke problem, the 
railroads assured the council] they 
had eliminated about 50 per cent 
of their smoke through improved 
firing methods, but nothing was 
done during the war years to bet- 
ter the condition, the Mayor .ob- 
served, 

Little smoke is produced by 
large industries in the city, Con- 
nors said. Small industry and im- 
proper firing in apartment houses, 
public buildings and homes is re- 
sponsible, with the railroads, for 
East St. Louis smoke, he added. 

Scott DeKins, assistant to the 
president of the St. Louis Cham- 
ber of Commerce, today was ap- 


in dealing with East Side cham- 
bers of commerce in the smoke 
campaign. DeKins accompanied 
Riley this afternoon to a confer- 
ence with Charles F. Spilker, sec- 
retary of the East St. Louis Cham- 
ber of Commerce. The smoke

Nine of the 45 nations which 
helped draw up agreements for 
the fund and bank at Bretton 
Woods, N. H., in 1944, have 
nt yet taken final action to 
become members.

TWO-HEADED CHILD BORN 


TO YANK’S BRITISH WIFE 


Premature Infant Feeds and 
Cries Normally, but Has Slight 
Chance of Living. 
BIRMINGHAM, England, Jan. 2 
(AP)—A baby girl with two heads 
was born yesterday. to the wife of 
an American soldier, officials of 
the Selly Oak Hospital said today. 
Nurses said the child, born about 
a month prematurely, was being 
kept in a ward with other prema- 
ture babies and that it awakens 
for feedings and cries normally. 
A doctor who examined the child 
said it had a very slight chance of 
living. He said it apparently had 
two sets of respiratory organs 

breathing at different rates. 
Hospital officials said both the 
heads were perfect and were at-

shoulders and body. Weight at 
birth was five pounds, 12 ounces. 
The hospital declined to disclose 
the name of the parents. They 
said the father had returned to 
the United States last July.

The message was picked up, de- 
coded and translated Oct. 9, 1941. 
It instructed Japanese agents in 
Honolulu to divide up Pearl Har- 
bor into districts and -report the 
positions of ships within the har- 
bor. 

This was followed by several 
other messages, translated early 
in December, dealing with infor- 
mation about the harbor. 

“T have no recollection of hav- 
ing seen those messages,” testified 
Adm. Stark. “I believe I did not 
see them, although I might pos- 
sibly have seen them.” 

Adm. Stark said there is no 
doubt that the “bomb plan” mes- 
sage transl@ed Oct. 9 was in a 
class by itself in that it inquired 
not only for information on the 
movement of ships but on their 
position within a harbor.

He had accompanied a 
group of nine other Americans 
and four Britons into Slovakia to 
bring out stranded American fly- 
ers. 

All were shot last Jan. 24 and 
their bodies were cremated, said 
former officials and inmates of 
Mauthausen questioned in the case 
six months ago. A German inter- 
preter said all of the group were 
forced to remove their uniforms 
and put on prison clothing before 
they were marched out.

CHINA REDS STUDY 
PLAN 10 LET U.S 
ENVOY MEDIATE 


Proposal Goes to Yenan 
—Marshall Talks With 
Communist Delegate in 
Chungking.

CHUNGKING, Jan. 2—The pro- 
posed participation of Gen. George 
C. Marshall in arrangements to 
halt the fighting in China was 
still in abeyance today, pending 
the Communist reply to the latest 
propositions of the Chinese gov- 
ernment 

Gen. Chou En-lai, chief Com- 
munist representative here, con- 
ferred for two hours with Presi 
dent Truman’s special envoy last 
night, but it was understood the 
conversation was lithited to clari- 
fication of the “issues involved. 
Meanwhile, the Government pro- 
posals have been renewed at Com- 
munist headquarters at Yenan. 

Judging from the _ informa! 
comments of the Communist 
spokesman here, the truce pro- 
posals may have to undergo 
further revision before they will 
be acceptable, although admittedly 
the major “eae on Communist 
policy are beg decided at Yenan 
and not here. Getting an answer 
from Yenan involves unavodiable 
delays. 

Marshall Told in Advance. 

A member of Marshall's staff 
told newspapermen the General 
was apprised of the nature of the 
central Government proposals be- 
fore their presentation to the 
Communists on New Year’s eve. 
The plan advocated cessation of 
hostilities and restoration of rail- 
way communications and recom- 
mended that the Government and 
the Communists should each ap- 
point a representative to confer 
with Marshall on all matters per- 
taining to the two issues, 

Communist observers here re- 
main rather: skeptical of Govern- 
ment motives and are unwilling 
to believe the Government has 
abandoned the intention of seiz- 
ing Communist-held bases in Jehol 
and northern Chahar provinces, for 
which preparations were alleged 
to have been made, They assert 
that the Government formula is 
needlessly inexplicit-on the matter 
of a timetable for the cessation of 
fighting, and they are perturbed 
over the linking of restoration of, 
railway traffic with the stoppage 
of hostilities. The Communists 
always have insisted that the 
fighting should be halted first and 
railway problems discussed after- 
ward. f 

Reds Suspect Stalling. 

On Marshall's proposed role, the 
Communists are cautious in thelr 
comment. They applaud Marshall's 
qualifications, but they profess to 
suspect that the Government 
would take advantage of the pro- 
posed bi-party discussions with 
Marshall to stall complete cessa- 
tion of hostilities. 

Whatever Marshall's future role, 


‘there is no doubt that a consider-

SUPREME COURT 
URDERS HATCH AUT 
CLAUSE REARGUED 


Validity of Section For- 
bidding Political Activ- 
ities Was Attacked by 
CIO Group. 


WASHINGTON, Jan, 2 (AP)— 
The Supreme Court today ordered 
reargument on a question involv- 


ing validity of a section of the 
Hatch act which forbids employes 
of the executive branch of the 
Federal Government from taking 
active part in political campaigns. 

The section forbids such polit- 
ical activity under the penalty of 
immediate dismissal. It’ exempts 
the President and his official fam- 
ily, heads and assistant heads of 
executive departments and policy 

making officials. 

} The CIO United Federal Work- 
ers of America, a union of gov- 
ernment employes, attacked -the 
section on the ground it violated 
constitutional rights of freedom of 
speech, of the press, and of assem- 
bly. 

The CIO appealed to the Siw 
preme Court after a special three- 
judge United States court for the 
District of Columbia: rejected its 
attempt to enjoin the Civil Serv- 
ice Commission from enforcing the 
section. The district court upheld 
constitutionality of the section. 

The court set aside conviction 
of three members of a “fundamen- 
talist” cult who were charged with 
violating the Lindbergh, kidnaping 
act.

Justice Murphy 
summed up the opinion with the 
statement that the purpose of 
the Lindbergh Act “was to outlaw 
interstate kidnapings rather than 
general transgressions of immoral- 
ity involving the crossing of state 
lines.” ; 

“The broad language of the 
statute must be Interpreted and 
applied with that plain fact in 
mind,” he said. 

The court ordered rearguments 
in a case involving’ Mann Act 
charges against six other mem- 
bers of the cult. 

The court refused to review liti- 
gation aimed at unseating Senator 
Glass (Dem.), Virginia.

U. S. Conciliator Calls Meeting in

WASHINGTON, Jan. 2 (AP)— 
The government scheduled action 
today in one strike threat—that of 
200,000 electrical workers. 

Conciliation Chief Edgar Warren 
called representatives of Westing- 
house and General Electric to a 
delayed meeting to discuss their 
wage dispute with the CIO-United 
Electrical Workers Union. 

The union met with Warren last 


week, but the companies deferred - 


their session until today. 

Union officers, reporting that 
their conversations with General 
Electric and Westinghouse had 
been broken off, told Warren a 
strike against those two firms was 
inevitable. Later the union sum- 
moned its executive board to meet 
in New York Jan. 5 to act on a 
previously-voted strike authoriza- 
tion. 

A third company, General Mo- 
tors, is involved in the union's 
demand for a‘$2-a-day wage in- 
crease. The union, however, says 
negotiations with that corporation 
are continuing.

Terms Suitable to Siam. 


At Bangkok, Premier Seni Pra- 
mot said Siam finds the agree- 
ment “satisfactory.” He expressed 
thanks to the United States for 
“the special interest it has shown 
from the beginning in the welfare 
of Siam.” 

He declined to comment on the 
extent to which original British 
demands were scaled down during 
prolonged negotiations n™ the 
treaty. It was widely believed in 
Siam—despite British denials— 
that the original proposals in- 
cluded clauses which would have 
authorized British military occué 
pation of any part of the Siamese 
territory if deemed necessary, 
along with censorship and power 
to dissolve all Siamese military 
forces. None of these appeared in 
the final agreement. 

Charles W. Yost, political ad- 
viser to United States forces in 
the India-Burma theater, said 
that while the United States was 
not a party to the agreement, “we 
wish to express our satisfaction 
that they (the signatories) proved 
so willing to take American in- 
terests. into account.”

NEW YORK, Jan. 2 (AP)—A 
somber note to the nation’s New 
Year’s holiday celebration-was re- 
corded today as the number of 
deaths from violent causes passed 
the 500 mark. 

A survey across the country 
showed that at least 530 persons 
suffered violent deaths from 6

LAST-MINUTE MOVE TO AVERT 
STRIKE AT WESTERN ELECTRIC 


NEW YORK, Jan. 2 (AP)—A 
last-minute effort to avert a walk- 
out by 17,000 Western Electric Co. 
employes in New Jersey and New 
York City, and possibly a nation- 
wide telephone strike in sympathy, 
was scheduled for this afternoon 
in a conference between company 
and union officers, 


The parley was arranged by 
Upited States conciliator J. R. 
Mandelbaum in an attempt to pre- 
vent a strike by the independent 
Western Electric Employes Asso- 
ciation set for 10 a.m. tomorrow 
St. Louis time unless a 30-per cent 
pay increase is granted by the 
company. 

A 15 per cent wage increase of- 
fered by Western Electric was re- 
jected by the union, but a spokes- 
man indicated it would accept a 
compromise somewhere between 
15 and 30 per cent. The union 
said a 15 per cent increase would 
boost the average wage of work- 
ers from 80 to 92 cents an hour, 
or $32 to $36.80 a week. 

Joseph A. Beirne, president of 
the National Federation of Tele- 
phone Workers, an independent 
union with which the Western 
Electric group is affiliated, said 
that ballots had been sent to his 
union’s 260,000 members to ascer- 
tain if they wanted to strike in 
sympathy. He said it would re- 
quire at least 10 days to learn the 
result and several additional days 
for the executive council to act.

The most careful account discovered thus far of those mad days 
comes from Gen. Karl] Koller who was the last German chief of air 
staff.

For Price Stability 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Forrest E. Head, who wrote you in 
favor of a declining price level, is think- 
ing of long-term security. But is price- 
lowering the answer? 

Remember the downward spiral of 
farm commodity prices in the '20s? Re- 
member the falling prices of all com- 
modities and all wages in the ’30s? Let 
us see what would happen if prices fell 
in 1946: 

Today I have cash in hand to buy 
two winter shirts at $6 each. Commodi- 
ty prices. begin falling—including the 
price of my own products. I will not 
then buy shirts at $5, because by wait- 
ing I may be able to buy at $4. The 
retailer takes a loss, and refuses to 
stock up until his burnt fingers are 
healed. The same is true of the whole- 
saler and the woolen mill operator. 

The laborer in the woolen mill is laid 
off until money appears in the retail 
market demanding shirts. But I will 
buy no shirts at $4. Long before that 
time the retailer will cancel his order 
for the product of my labor, and I will 
join the clothing mill worker in the 
great army of unemployed. Both of us 
will be shirtless, whether we had re- 
ceived 30 per cent raises or not. 

Good business is mathematically im- 
possible with a rapidly falling price 
level. Then how about a stable price 
level without OPA or other kind of in- 
terference? It can be done.

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Reuther’s Revolution 


In the exchange of statements after General 
Motors refused to deal further with the Presi- 
dent’s fact-finding board on the stipulated terms, 
the corporation’s case has the greater appeal. 
Will the same lines of battle be drawn in the 
steel controversy, in which President Truman 
has now also appointed a fact-finding board? 

For the union, Reuther talks loftily of greater 
freedom and abundance. But he clings stub- 
bornly to the position that the corporation must 
agree with the union not to try to increase its 
prices in. consequence of the wage settlement. 
To accept that principle, Sloan and Wilson con- 
tend for General Motors, would embark the 
United States on a course that could only lead 
to “the death of competitive enterprise.” Both 
sides agree that it is not merely a wage case but 
a full-scale war of violently differing ideologies. 

The short traditional answer to Reuther is that 
a corporation’s prices and its rate of profits, so 
long as that corporation does not plead inability 
to meet a wage demand, are none of the em- 
ployes’ business. Here, however, since Reuther 
has questioned that premise, a distinction must 
be made. 

It is one thing for labor unions to work for 
the welfare of their members by promoting na- 
tional economic policies which affect business 
prices and profits. Labor has a legitimate inter- 
est, for example, in policies for the taxation of 
profits, for preventing the extortion of high 
prices by conspiracy or patent monopoly, for 
minimum wages and maximum hours, for social 
insurance and the like. To promote such poli- 
cies is a proper function for labor unions; and 
the CIO unions, in particular, have used their 
function well and could go on doing so to even 
better effect. 

Unfortunately, Reuther is not content with 
that evolutionary course. His idea is that or- 
ganized employes should at a stroke bypass the 
regulatory functions of government and proceed 
directly to combine with management for the es- 
tablishment of prices and profits, as well as 
wages. That means, in the first step, a vast 
weakening of the owners’ control over their own 
investment. | 

But that is only a beginning. It is a matter of 
record that Reuther proposes to make the wage 
structure established for General Motors prevail 
throughout the industry. Yet, and with equal 
emphasis,*he holds that ability to pay consti- 
tutes the standard of wages. The only way to 
accomplish both ends is to equalize the ability 
of individual employers to pay. Obviously, the 
only way that Ford and General Motors and 
Chrysler and the “independents” can gain equal- 
ity of fortune is to merge themselves into one 
giant monopoly. 

It is, in fact, not necessary to go beyond 
Reuther’s own statements to arrive at the in- 
evitability of monopoly. In the end, he hopes 
to see wages, prices, profits for the whole in- 
dustry administered by industry-wide councils 
constituted from owners, employes and consum- 
All over again, that is the NRA, with the 
possible difference of degree that consumers 
might have a greater voice. But, as we know 
from sad experience, NRA became an umbrella 
to protect industry-wide labor-management con- 
spiracies from the anti-trust laws, a restrictive 
device that checked the industrial expansion it 
was supposed to promote. 

Nor, on the permanent scale Reuther proposes, 
could the revolution of national policy end with 
new NRAs. The Government, for example, would 
have to determine how wages, prices and profits 
should stand in the automobile industry in rela- 
tion to those of agriculture and retail trade and 
shoe repairing. With that degree of dictation, 
there is no vestige left of free enterprise and 
very little of free labor. It means the corpora- 
tive state, which has manifested itself heretofore 
as Fascism in Italy «and Nazism in Germany. 
And, as we know now, such industrial systems 
are far ‘less efficient than our own system, let 
alone what they do to human beings. . 

Some of the previous moves by General Mo- 
tors in this dispute have not been beyond ques- 
tion. Some of them have been analyzed and 
condemned on this page. Reuther makes a Valid 
point that our national policies must somehow 
get enough purchasing power into the hands of 
the right people to keep all our wealth and our 
people profitably employed. But as the lines 
are now drawn on the issue insisted on by 
Reuther and the UAW, the corporation is de- 
fending economic freedom, 

Whatever may be the actual merits of a wage 


increase beyond what the corporation has al-. 


ready offered, it is imperative that Reuther be 
decisively beaten in his demand to lead a revo- 
lution as well, 
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Hirohito’s Disavowal of Divinity 

The Japanese people have been formally told, 
by Emperor Hirohito himself, that the idea of 
his divinity is a “false conception.” So a big 
boost has been given to the essential campaign 
of re-educating the Japs: away from Emperor 
worship, which was the basis of their wartime 
fanaticism, their conviction of racial superiority 
and their faith in a destiny to rule the world. 

Now that the Mikado has denied his divinity, 
with the enthusiastic approval of Gen. MacArthur, 
can thé Allies dismiss this issue? Can Hirohito 
be maintained on the throne, and, cleared of 
all guilt as a war criminal? 

The victorious powers would be taking a chance 
by doing so. For what would be simpler than, 
on the day after Gen. MacArthur and his oc- 
cupying forces depart, for Hirohito to issue an- 
other rescript saying that he had denied his di- 
vinity under the compulsion of his enemies and 
that he again ruled as a deity over Japan? Such 
a sequel is clearly possible, unless the people 
meanwhile have been completely emancipated 
from their superstition. £ 

There could be no better means of pushing the 
process than a few honest and enlightening re- 
scripts on the subject by Hirohito. There will 
remain few if any believers in State Shinto if 
he tells the full story of its development—how 
Emperor worship was invented some 70 years 
ago and grafted on the true Shinto faith, as a 


means of making Japan a unified and subservi- . 


ent nation under a military oligarchy; how the 
mythology that makes the Emperor a descendant 
of the Sun Goddess was fabricated by the con- 
spirators; how the line of Emperors, ifstead of 
reigning unbroken for 26 centuries, as ie legend 
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says, has been interrupted many times; how all 


_ this mumbo-jumbo was put over on the people 


by an all-out propaganda campaign that made 
Goebbels look like an amateur. 

That is the test. If Hirohito says no more on 
the subject, then his statement disavowing divine 
status is subject to the strong suspicion that it 
is a device for keeping his throne and a ruse 
designed to lead the occupying forces astray. 
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Mr. Ethridge’s Findings 

It is obvious that Mark Ethridge is not. bitten 
with that common virus known as pride of au- 
thorship, since he gracefully concurs in Secre- 
tary Byrnes’s decision to withhold publication of 
his report on the Balkans. 

No doubt this decision has been made in the 
light of the compromises reached at the Moscow 
parley, and in the interest of Soviet-American 
friendship. Yet the world interest might better 
have been served by full and free publicity of 
a report by a newspaper publisher whose views 
of Soviet-American relations are notably tem- 
pered and fair. 

To fill the vacuum thus created by Mr. Byrnes, 
Mr. Ethridge has issued a statement declaring 
that the goverriments of Romania and Bulgaria 
do not conform to the Yalta agreement. At 
Yalta, the Big Three agreed to set up in liberated 
and satellite countries provisional governments 
broadly representative of all democratic ele- 
ments arf to assure the peoples of those coun- 
tries elections free from coercion and fear. This 
high principle has been fractured in Romania 
and Bulgaria. 

Mr. Ethridge’s report is far from a surprise. 
It confirms news dispatches from those coun- 
tries and it enforces a widespread conviction in 
this country that Soviet Russia has suppressed 
democratic elements in the Balkans. It has done 
so for deep-lying reasons—because, for one thing, 
its conception of democracy is far different from 
ours, but, more fundamentally, because it wants 
to guard against the setting up of hostile states 
in the Balkans, through which invading* armies 
might again march to Russian soil. 

Mr. Ethridge’s mission and Mr. Byrnes’s rep- 
resentations at Moscow, however, were not with- 
out avail. Russia has backed down to some de- 
gree in both Romania and Bulgaria. 
mer country, it agrees to a reorganization of the 
interim Government to include elements not now 
represented and to elections that are really free, 
with civil liberties that are now lacking. In 
Bulgaria, the milk has already been spilt. The 
elections have been held, but they were distinct- 
ly not elections at all in the Western concep- 
tion of the term. While Russia disagreed with 
this point of view, it has agreed to advise the 
Soviet-created Bulgarian Government to broaden 
its base to include democratic elements. 

One may take a.completely uncompromising 
view of this double situation; one may insist that 
the promises at Yalta have been defiled. It isa 
view that must be respected. But Mr. Ethridge, 
himself a passionate beNever in democracy, to 
whom compromise is distastful, seems somewhat 
less than melancholy about the whole result.

Surfeit of the Bowl 


With the end of rationing has come a veritable 
banquet of Bowls on the New Year. Rose, Sugar, 
Sun, Cotton, Orange, Oil and perhaps a few oth- 
ers were already with us. This year ‘saw the ad- 
dition of the Raisin Bowl (at Fresno, Cal.), the 
’Gator (Jacksonville, Fla.), the Snow (more than 
a foot deep, at St. Paul), the Tokyo (with Rus- 
sian observers, no doubt) and no telling how 
many smaller bowls which there is simply not 
room enough to cover in one newspaper. 

At this rate, it will be about two more years 
before it becomes so fashionable for a city to 
have what is known in the trade as a New Year’s 
classic that it will then become fashionable to be 
without one. Thenceforward, bowls will decline 
to their proper shape and proportion—to, in fact, 
the cup in the hand that cheers while the lazy 
feet stretch gratefully toward the fireplace. 

To speed that joyous consummation, we hope 
that 1947 will not be allowed to draw 24 hours 
on its course without a bang-up gridiron tussle 
in the Smoke Bowl at Fast St. Louis. 
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The Hour Is Late in Korea 

The rioting and anti-Americanism which are 
breaking out in Korea-are the result of a com- 
bination of at least two primary causes: first, 
the maladministration of the United States and 
Russia during the occupation which still exists; 
second, the determination of the Koreans for 
immediate independence. 

The Koreans are no less determined than the 
people of India and Java to listen to no proposal 
that defers their national freedom. Though there 
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‘are more than 30 political parties in the coun- 
‘ry, they are all united on that proposition. A 


resolution adopted by all the parties on Nov. 2 
declared: “We resolutely refuse to accept joint 
trusteeship or any other measure short of com- 
plete independence.” 

The trusteeship plan which the Foreign Min- 
isters decided upon at Moscow may be desirable 
in the abstract, as a means of affording political 
tutelage. But it is far from an open-and-shut 
case, the best evidence of which is that a lit- 
erate and vigorous underground syrvived all the 
terrors of 30 years of Japanese occupation. 

Whether trusteeship is abstractly desirable or 
not, the appalling muddling which the Russo- 
American allies have done in Korea has removed 
the last traces of its political possibility, There 
can now be no trusteeship for Korea short of 
armed suppression of the popular will and armed 
government by sheer force,

The fine Missourian hand of the Presi- 
dent of the United States is apparent in 
the decision of Winston Churchill to de- 
liver an address at Westminster College, 
Fulton, Mo., when he comes to this country. 

Has any other President revealed so pas- 
siorate an attachment to his native State 
as President Truman obviously has for Mis- 
souri? Has any President appointed as 
many citizens of his State to high public 
office in so short a time? Probably so, 
but beginning with John Snyder and Bob 
Hannegan, and continuing through Stuart 
Symington and Charles G. Ross to lesser 
lights, Mr. Truman has certainly stuck by 
the boys from the “Show-Me State.” 

There was the surrender of the Japs on 
board the battleship Missouri, and there is 
the playing of the “Missouri Waltz” at pub- 
lic functions practically ad nauseam. 

John Gunther interviewed Mr. Truman 
at about the time of his succession to the 
presidency, and reported his frank confes- 
sion that Missouri is a chief concern of 
his waking hours, This is remarkable main- 
ly because it is the sort of attitude which 
was frequently encountered a century ago, 
particularly in the South, among Mr. Tru- 
man Confederate ancestors. Devotion to 
one’ tive state was far more usual then 
than now. 

There is nothing today to apologize for 
in such a point of view, unless it is carried 
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extremes as to be damaging to 
interest. Warren G. Harding's 
fondness for Ohio brought us the Ohio 
Gang, but there is no reason to believe 
that such results will flow from the affinity 
between the incumbent in the White House 
and the political subdivision within whose 
boundaries he saw the light years ago. 

Admittedly, the choice of Westminster 
College, Fulton, Mo., for Mr. Churchill's 
American address is bizarre, to put it mild- 
ly. The college, which has an enrollment 
of less than 600, has scarcely been heard of 
outside Missouri, and Fulton has an over- 
all population of 8297. The college gym, 
which probably is no rival architecturally 
to London’s House of Parliament, will be 
a somewhat quaint and unconventional set- 
ting for a Churchillian oration. 

At all events, Mr. Churchill has chosen 
Westminster for the scene of his forthcom- 
ing address. If that is what he wants, no- 
body else should say him nay, Of-course, 
there can be no doubt that Mr,’ Truman 
helped him make up his mind, 

One is reminded of the remark of a cur- 
rent wag: “Mr. Truman is now dividing his 
appointments to high office evenly between 
the East and West—St. Louis and Kansas 
City.”

To hold to the concept of national sov- 
ereignty means that men must prepare for 
the worst and cannot devote themselves to 
what they want most. «Science, he reminds 
us, is by nature incurably international and 
even art for art’s sake can be free to pur- 
sue its own exclusive path only when its 
freedom is guaranteed by a free world.

Prof, Perry shows skill in exploding many 
of the accepted platitudes about economic 
and political objections to the world state. 
Readers who are not used to the philos- 
opher’s technique of illustrating how com- 
plicated what seems simple really is, \and 
then stepping in for a knock-out blow while 
his opponent is still dizzy, will enjoy a new 
pleasure, 

Those who believe human nature “can't 
be changed,” and that therefore certain 
ills are incurable, will find themselves in 
complete opposition to almost everything 
Prof. Perry has to say. For he believes 
with the biologist and the historian that 
the most distinctively human thing in 
human nature is man’s ability to change 
his nature. Had he not done so in the 
past, he would never have wintered out the 
Ice Age or learned to live together well 
enough to fight national] wars.

Menus for 
Tomorrow 
By Meta Given 


VEN though eggs are more 
E than a nickel apiece in the city 

markets these days, our bodies 
need the iron and vitamins they 
supply, just the same, And no food 
substitutes perfectly for eggs in 
the diet, So it is wise to econo- 
mize on other foods rather than 
eliminate eggs. While eggs are 
served usually at breakfast, they 
are always enjoyed at other meals. 
Deviled eggs are special favorites 
for lunch boxes, especially if the: 
white part of the egg is delicate 
and tender. and the yolks have 
been seasoned so as to have a 
delicious peppy flavor. The ten- 
derness of the whites depend upon 
the way the egg is hard-cooked. 
If the water boils at any time the 
white is sure to be tough. If you 
start with eggs just out of the 
refrigerator, they must be put into 
cold water and heated slowly just 
to the boiling point, or the shells 
will crack and part of the white 
and even the yolk may ooze out 
to be lost and to spoil the shape 
of the egg. When the boiling point 
is barely reached, the temperature 
should be immediately reduced 
and the cooking continued at the 
simmering point for 15 to 20 min- 
utes. Cooking a few minutes be- 
yond the point where the .whole 
egg is firm does not affect its 


' tenderness if the temperature re- 


mains at simmering. The cooked 
eggs should be chilled in cold run- 
ning water, then shelled. One of 
the best whys to remove the shell 
smoothly is to tap it gently on 
the table top to break it in nu- 
merous pieces, then roll it between 
the palm of the hands to gently 
separate the shell lining from the 
egg. When this condition exists, 
the shell and lining comes off as 
clean as a whistle. > 


Deviled Eggs. 


Six hard-cooked eggs, one-fourth 
teaspoon salt, three-fourths tea- 
spoon prepared mustard, half a 
teaspoon vinegar, one-fourth tea- 
spoon fresh onion juice, one table- 
spoon mayonnaise, one-fourth tea- 
spoon sugar, dash of pepper, two 
or three drops Worcestershire 
Sauce Wif desired). 

Cut hard-cooked eggs in half 
lengthwise. Remove yolks and 
put through sieve. Add remain- 
ing. ingredients and whip until 
smooth and fluffy. Heap into egg 
whites. Sprinkle with paprika, 
chopped parsley, finely chopped 
chives, or. a strip of pimiento. 
Makes 12 halves, 

MENUS FOR WEDNESDAY. 

BREAKFAST... .Broiled grape- 
fruit halves, hot whole wheat 
cereal, raisin bread toast. 

LUNCHEON ... Bacon, lettuce, 
tomato’ and mayonnaise’. sand- 
wiches, deviled eggs, remainder 
of burnt sugar cake.

Rice Muffins. 


Sift all-purpose flour, measure 
one cup and resift with one table- 
spoon sugar, one-half teaspoon 
salt, and two teaspoons baking 
powder into mixing bowl. Beat 
one egg thoroughly, add two-thirds 
cup milk, and 1 cup boiled rice, 
well drained and dry, stir in three 
tablespoons melted shortening and 
immediately add flour mixture 
and. stir until dry ingredients are 
just dampened and batter is still 
slightly lumpy and not® smooth. 
Dip quickly into oiled muffin tins 
filling two-thirds full. Bake in 
425 degree over about 20 minutes, 
Serve hot. Eight to 10 medium- 
sized muffins. 

Serve each child three cups of 
milk to drink and each adult one 
cup in addition to that used in 
today’s menus.

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| OST skin cancers occur on 
M face and neck. Among 

the conditions that cauSe this 
disease are long continued irrita- 
tion, old age, and heredity. 

Gasoline, lubrication oils, tar, 
soot and cotton fibers from spin- 
ning are some of the conditions 
mentioned as possible causes of 
skin oancer. Long continued ex- 
posure to X-rays is also a factor 
in some cases of skin cancer, If 
irritation from any cause is the 
source, it must be over a very long 
period of time. The specific cause 
of this disease has not been dis- 
covered. 

Skin cancer rarely develops in 
people before the age of 40 or 50 
years, When it appears on the 
upper part of the face around the 
eyes or nose it is more serious 
and more resistent to treatment. It 
begins as a firm reddish papule 
which is often mistaken for a 
pimple. Unlike the pimple it does 
not come to a head and get well, 
but remains for weeks or months 
or even years. Occasionally a scal- 
ing or crust formation is. present 
with some redness or rawness 
rather than a nodule. There is 
a.tendency to heal for a time 


»- not 


which is misleading. ‘The condi- 
tion always grows worse. This 
tendency to heal in the beginning 
which is only temporary often re- 
sults in the loss of valuable time. 
Various local remedies are used 
over a long period of time before 
the seriousness of the condition is 
discovered. 

Early diagnosis is essential and 
your physician should be con- 
sulted. Any ulcer or thickening 
of the tissue occuring around the 
face after middle age, which does 
disappear in a short’ time 
should be viewed with suspicion of 
skin cancer. 


Most of the skin cancer cases 


can be cured if seen early and 
properly’ treated. Surgical re- 
moval or treating with &-ray or 
radium is very successful. Adver- 
tising cancer specialists with oint- 
ments and special plasters should 
be avoided. 

Your physician will refer you to 
the proper man who is trained to 
both recognize and treat cancer 
correctly, adequately and success- 
fully.

CASE RECORDS 


ASE H-275: Marvin H., aged 9, is a bright boy. “But he 
(Ccesir do well in reading,” his mother protested. “It isn’t 

that he doesn’t have a good brain, for the school psychol- 
ogist says his I.Q. is above normal. He feels miserable about 
the matter, and now is growing tense whenever he is asked 
to read. I'm afraid he has a complex about the very act of 
taking a book and trying to read it. What can we do-to help 
him, Dr. Crane?” 
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IN FORMER YEARS our children began their education 
by learning the alphabet. Next, we taught them to use 
syllables. This was called phonics. Many a child could 
pronounee printed words accurately under this type of train- 
ing, but might not wat he was reading. At present, 
the favorite plan is to bgin with complete words, without 
even expecting the ch to recognize letters or syllables. 
“Johnny, what did your father use to haul his wheat to town?” 
the teacher inquires, and the instant answer is “A truck.” So 
the teacher holds up a strip of cardboard on which “truck” is 
printed, telling the children what it says. But they don’t 
know the name of a single letter in the word. They recognize 
it by its general appearance, 
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LATER THE CHILD begins to observe that some words 
look much alike, such as “truck” and “track,” so he must 
pay attention to single letters and thus learn “u” versus “a.” 
In helping your second-grader with his reading, therefore, 
don't try to make him pronounce syllables or identify letters, 
if his school uses the “whole word” method that I have just 
described. Make “flash cards,” as they are called, using strips 
of white cardboard on which you print the common words in 
his reading book. Begin -with two or three, holding them up 
and explaining what each word means. Then shuffle the cards 
and expose them one at atime, giving him a few seconds 
to make the identification. As he grows expert, add more 
words to the list. Let his daddy compete, but ALWAYS see 
that the child wins about three times out of four, or his 
interest will wane. Don't drill a child too long, for 10 to 15 
minutes are enough at a single dose, 
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ADD GLAMOR TO the act of reading by explaining that 
a good reader is a good word detective. He can notice 
the difference quickly, even between similar terms like “truck” 
and “track.” Read him the early story of “Tarzan” and explain 
how Tarzan is supposed to have taught himself reading by 
the “whole word” plan. He saw pictures with words under- 
neath that named the pictured objects or actions. Buy a 
picture dictionary for your child. And as he grows older, be 
sure to supplement it with an atlas, plus a good dictionary 
and an encyclopedia, plus other reading aids, such as the 
“Classic Comics” that depict “Tale of Two Cities,” “Moby Dick” 
and other great books. In later grades he will become con- 
scious of words and syllables, so encourage appropriate educa- 
tional games, like Anagrams, simple crossword -puzzles, etc..

When children are trained, re- 
gardiess of their own inherited 
natures, they have a difficult time 
before they learn to make the ad- 
justments required. Some of them , 
never make them and are listed” 
as failures, punished as rebellious,, 
cast out as ungrateful and mean. 
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IN MY EXPERIENCE with 
many children, the deliberately 
disobedient and _ rebellious and 
mean are few and far between. 
The handicapped are many. All 
children, all of them, want with 
all their hearts and with all their 
minds to be approved, liked and 
loved. There is no exception to 
that statement. Every child born 
into this world needs to be liked, 
needs to feel himself secure in 
the affection of those upon whom 
he depends for healthy and suc- 
cessful growth. 

When a child fails there are 
two causes, either of which, or 
both of which, may be at work 
upon him. Either he was born 
deficient or he has been condi- 
tioned to deficiency by his home 
background. If he was born de- 
ficient, the deficiency cannot be 
made up. Even then there 1s 
hope. We cannot give sight to 
the sightless, nor hearing to the 
deaf, but we can train their re- 
maining powers, and they are 
many, so that the affliction may 
be greatly lessened in its effect on 
the personality and usefulness of 
the afflicted one. And for those 
sO mentally deficient as to, make 
life in the aduit world out *of the 
question, opportunity can be given 
*%hem to live happily and usefully 
in an adjusted environment. 
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THOSE CHILDREN who have 
been wrongly conditioned at home 
so that they enter school in anti- 
social attitudes, attitudes so warped 
as to make _ instruction our 
classrooms impossible, should be 
given an opportunity for recon- 
ditioning in a selected environ- 
ment under the leadership and 
care of skilled psychologists, psy- 
chiatrists, thoroughly trained and 
highly-skilled teachers, for 24-hour- 
a-day care until such time as 
their condition allows them to be 
returned to society successfully.

OW is the time to dust off the 
N crystal ball and slip into our 

stargazer’s robe to see what 
the future holds for Hollywood in 
1946. To begin, you don’t have to 
be even a minor prophet to fore- 
tell that in this industry, as in 
every other business, the new year 
will be one of reconversion from 
wartime conditions to peacetime 
opportunities. Hollywood, like the 
rest’ of the U.S.A., has made am- 
bitious plans for the first postwar 
year and looks at things to come 
through technicolor glasses.

EN ROUTE TO LONDON, 
Tuesday. 

RESIDENT TRUMAN'S veto 
P< the bill which carried as a 

rider the return of the United 
States Employment Service to the 
states, impressed me not only as a 
courageous action but as showing 
a real understanding of the pro- 
cedure which should govern legis- 
lation. 

The President said he acted on 
the ground that the rider was at- 
tached to a bill which had nothing 
to do with employment and be- 
cause of the harm it would.do to 
the employment situation. This 
seems to me a statesman’s pro- 
nouncement. 

This is not gnly the act of a 
President who is conscious of the 
importance of the methods used 
in carrying out what our repre- 
sentative form of government con- 
siders the will of the people, but 
shows also a grasp of the human 
situation involved in this legisla- 
tion. 

Slowly and painfully during the 
past years the United States Em- 
ployment Service has struggled up 
to a position where it really has 
the potentiality of being of real 
value to the country. Given ade- 
quate appropriations by Congress, 
the United States Employment 
Service can keep in touch with 
its offices all over the country, It 
can know where there is a need 
for manpower or womanpower 
and, at the same time, it can 
know where the available people 
needing work are to be found. 
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It can ascertain and _ publish 
what skilled labor we have in the 
country, what unskilled labor, what 
farm labor is available and where

INESSES are often sheer lux- 
F uries—that is to say, they can 
be avoided by proper manip- 
ulation. In a deal like today’s, 
however, the success of the slam 
contract depends on taking a 


finesse that appears to be with-_ 


out value, even if successful. 
South, dealer, 


Neither side vulnerable,

West opened the spade ' queen. 
Declarer won and, with i1 
trumps in the .-«combined hands, 
properly laid down the ace. The 
king refused to fall, however, and 
South saw no way to salvage the 
contract except through the ex- 
tremely remote chance that the 
queen and jack of clubs would 
drop in two leads. That chance 
failed to materialize and so did 
the slam! 

It is true that South faced a 
nasty’ situation. Nevertheless, 
high imagination and sound tech- 
nique would have produced the 
slam. South should have finessed 
to the queen of diamonds—not 
because a discard on the diamond 
ace would be of value, but be- 
cause the finesse was needed to 
“strip” the hand, Observe how 
this would have worked. The 
diamond queen holds (as it should 
considering West's overcall) and 
South discards a club on the dia- 
mond ace. Now dummy’s last 
diamond is ruffed, South cashes 
his remaining spade trick, and 
West is then thrown in with the 
heart king. He cannot lead a 
spade (or a diamond if he had 
one)—either syjt would let de 
clarer discard a club from one 
hand while ruffing in the other. 
Hence West must exit in clubs 
and now all declarer has to do is 
play for divided club honors, i.e., 
the queen in one defender’s hand 
and the jack in the other, which 
is the most normal] and likely di- 
vision,
